Falmouth man 
sentenced under 
Kentucky’s fetal 
homicide law

The first person prosecuted in Boone, 
Campbell and Kenton counties under Ken¬ 
tucky’s 9-year-old fetal homicide law learned 
his fate Wednesday. 

Charles Luke, 30, of Falmouth, was sen¬ 
tenced to 17 years in prison after pleading 
guilty in Campbell Circuit Court to fetal homi¬ 
cide, wanton endangerment and drunken driv¬ 
ing. He will receive credit for the four years he 
spent in jail waiting for his case to be adjudi¬ 
cated. 

Luke broadsided a vehicle in the 13000 
block of Alexandria Pike in Campbell County 
while pulling out of the Green Acres bar park¬ 
ing lot in 2009, according to court records. 
Amanda Partin, who was a passenger in the 
passing car, wasn’t killed but her unborn child 
didn’t survive. 

Prior to Judge Fred Stine announcing his 
sentence, Luke apologized and said that he 
wished the wreck “would not have happened.” 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Michelle Snod¬ 
grass took offense: “No, this should not have 
happened,” she told the judge. 

She then rattled off Luke’s 20 or so alcohol- 
related crimes, including another drunken driv¬ 
ing conviction. 

“These alcohol-related offenses were all 
indicators that one day something like this 
might happen,” Snodgrass said. 

Partin has since moved from the Northern 
Kentucky area and didn’t attend the sentenc¬ 
ing. Snodgrass said it was Partin and her fam¬ 
ily who wanted the negotiated plea to avoid a 
trial. 

“On behalf of (Partin), I just want to say 
that although nothing will be able to make her 
whole again, she thought the 17-year sentence 
was an appropriate resolution,” Snodgrass said. 

Stine said he agreed, to the extent that 
Luke’s prior alcohol-related crimes indicated 
something tragic was going to happen. Luke’s 
criminal history read like a road map to the 
wreck, he said. 

Stine said Luke will get to see his three sons 
again, but Partin never got to see her child. 

“I think you got a lot of thinking to do ... on 
how you want to handle your life when you get 
out,” Stine told Luke. “You are an alcoholic.” 

Luke’s public defender, Rhonda Louse, 
couldn’t be reached after the sentencing for 
comment. 

“The hard part about these kinds of cases is 
that I don’t think anybody truly understands 
how long it takes the victim to get over this - if 
they ever can,” Snodgrass said as she walked 
out of the courtroom. 

At least 38 states, including Indiana and 
Ohio, have fetal homicide laws. The law in 
Ohio was inspired by the 1995 death of a preg¬ 
nant Middletown woman, who was killed 
along with her unborn child in a car crash on 
Interstate 275.

Tips from the BBB for staying safe when shopping online 


Shopping online may mean 
avoiding the crowds, but it also 
opens the buyer up to attacks 
from scammers and hackers. 
They target Internet users 
through a variety of methods, 
including online shopping scams, 
fraudulent emails, e-card and 
phishing schemes, and more. In 
order to fight these online grin- 
ches, the Better Business Bureau 
recommends 10 tips for staying 
safe when online during the holi¬ 
days: 

1. Protect your computer - A 
computer should always have the 
most recent updates installed for 
spam filters, anti-virus and anti¬ 
spyware software and a secure 
firewall. 

2. Shop on trustworthy web¬ 
sites - Shoppers should start with 
BBB to check on the sellers repu¬ 
tation and record for customer 
satisfaction. Always look for the 
BBB seal and other widely-recog¬ 
nized “trustmarks” on retailer 
websites and click on the seals to 
confirm that they are valid. 

3. Use strong, unique pass¬ 
words - Create strong passwords 
for all online accounts and 
include letters, numbers, and 
symbols. Longer passwords are 
more secure and harder to crack. 

4. Protect your personal 
information - BBB recommends 


taking the time to read the site’s 
privacy policy and understand 
what personal information is 
being requested and how it will 
be used. If there isn’t one posted, 
it should be taken as a red flag 
that personal information may be 
sold to others without permis¬ 
sion. 

5. Only connect to legitimate 
Wi-Fi networks - Before you 
connect to a network and start 
shopping online, verify that the 
Wi-Fi network name (SSID) you 
are connecting to is from a legiti¬ 
mate service. Do not connect to 
random networks. It increases 
your security risks. 

6. Beware of deals that sound 
too good to be true - Offers on 
websites and in unsolicited 
e-mails can often sound too good 
to be true, especially extremely 
low prices on hard-to-get items. 
Consumers should always go 
with their instincts and not be 
afraid to pass up a “deal” that 
might cost them dearly in the 
end. 

7. Beware of phishing - Legit¬ 
imate businesses do not send 
e-mails claiming problems with 
an order or an account to lure the 
“buyer” into revealing financial 
information. If a consumer 
receives such an e-mail, BBB 
recommends picking up the 


phone and calling the contact 
number on the website where the 
purchase was made to confirm 
that there really is a problem with 
the transaction. 

8. Confirm your online pur¬ 
chase is secure - Shoppers should 
always look in the address box for 
the “s” in https:// and in the 
lower-right corner for the “lock” 
symbol before paying. If there are 
any doubts about a site, BBB 
recommends right-clicking any¬ 
where on the page and select 
“Properties.” This will let you see 
the real URL (website address) 
and the dialog box will reveal if 
the site is not encrypted. 

9. Pay with a credit card - It’s 
best to use a credit card, because 
under federal law, the shopper 
can dispute the charges if he or 
she doesn’t receive the item. 
Shoppers also have dispute rights 
if there are unauthorized charges 
on their credit card, and many 
card issuers have “zero liability” 
policies under which the card 
holder pays nothing if someone 
steals the credit card number and 
uses it. Never wire money and 
only shop locally on sites like 
Craigslist. 

10. Keep documentation of 
your order - After completing the 
online order process, there may 
be a final confirmation page or 


the shopper might receive confir¬ 
mation by e-mail - BBB recom¬ 
mends saving a copy of the Web 
page and any e-mails for future 
reference and as a record of the 
purchase. 

11. Check your credit card 
statements often - Don’t wait for 
paper statements; BBB recom¬ 
mends consumers check their 
credit card statements for suspi¬ 
cious activity by either calling 
credit card companies or by 
checking statements online regu¬ 
larly. 

12. Know your rights - Fed¬ 
eral law requires that orders made 
by mail, phone or online be 
shipped by the date promised or, 
if no delivery time was stated, 
within 30 days. If the goods 
aren’t shipped on time, the shop¬ 
per can cancel and demand a 
refund. There is no general three- 
day cancellation right, but con¬ 
sumers do have the right to reject 
merchandise if it’s defective or 
was misrepresented. Otherwise, 
it’s the company’s policies that 
determine if the shopper can 
cancel the purchase and receive a 
refund or credit.

Stay safe this winter by using 
these helpful tips while outside 


Falls account for more than 
one million injuries in the U.S. 
annually. There are four types of 
walking accidents with the most 
common being the slip and fall. 
That's the type of fall that hap¬ 
pens when you fall due a surface 
not cleared of snow or ice. 

"Every winter the hazards of 
driving in snow and icy condi¬ 
tions are noted, but rarely is walk¬ 
ing on snow and ice addressed," 
said Martin B. Tirado, CAE, 
Executive Director of the Snow & 
Ice Management Association. 
"Slipping and falling while walk¬ 
ing accounts for a large number of 
winter-related injuries and can 
have an impact on the quality of 
life for the injured person." 

SIMA, the national nonprofit 
organization representing the 
snow removal industry, has some 
tips on safe winter walking. 

• Wear proper footwear. Prop¬ 
er footwear should place the entire 
foot on the surface of the ground 
and have visible treads. Avoid a 
smooth sole and opt for a heavy 
treaded shoe with a flat bottom. 

• Accessorize to see and be 
seen. Wear sunglasses so that you 
can see in the reflective light of 
the snow. Also, wear a bright coat 
or scarf so that drivers can easily 
see you. 

• Plan ahead. While walking 
on snow or ice on sidewalks or in 
parking lots, walk consciously. 
Instead of looking down, look up 
and see where your feet will move 
next to anticipate ice or an uneven 
surface. Occasionally scan from 
left to right to ensure you are not 
in the way of vehicles or other 
hazards. 

• Make sure you can hear. 
While seeing the environment is 
important, you also want to be 


sure you can hear approaching 
traffic and other noises. Avoid 
listening to music or engaging in 
conversation that may prevent 
you from hearing oncoming traf¬ 
fic or snow removal equipment. 

• Anticipate ice. Be weary of 
thin sheets of ice that may appear 
as wet pavement (black ice). 
Often ice will appear in the morn¬ 
ing, in shady spots or where the 
sun shines during the day and 
melted snow refreezes at night. 

• Walk steps slowly. When 
walking down steps, be sure to 
grip handrails firmly and plant 
your feet securely on each step. 

• Enter a building carefully. 
When you get to your destination 
such as school, work, shopping 
center, etc., be sure to look at the 
floor as you enter the building. 
The floor may be wet with melted 
snow and ice. 

• Be careful when you shift 
your weight. When stepping off a 
curb or getting into a car, be care¬ 
ful since shifting your weight may 
cause an imbalance and result in a 
fall. 

• Avoid taking shortcuts. 
Shortcuts are a good idea if you 
are in a hurry, but may be a bad 
idea if there is snow and ice on the 
ground. A shortcut path may be 
treacherous because it is likely to 
be located where snow and ice 
removal is not possible. 

• Look up. Be careful about 
what you walk under. Injuries 
also can result from falling snow/ 
ice as it blows, melts, or breaks 
away from awnings, buildings, 
etc. 

Following these tips will help 
ensure that you survive the snow 
and ice season safely. For more 
snow and ice removal tips, visit 
SIMA.

Comer says ‘The state of Kentucky 
Agriculture is outstanding’ 



Kentucky Agriculture Commis¬ 
sioner James Comer hailed a ban¬ 
ner year for Kentucky agriculture 
and laid out a vision of effective 
government that works with the 
private sector in his annual State of 
Kentucky Agriculture address 
today during the Commodity Lun¬ 
cheon at Kentucky Farm Bureaus 
94th Annual Meeting in Louisville. 

“While other industries are 
struggling in a tough economy, the 
state of agriculture in Kentucky is 
outstanding,” Commissioner 
Comer said, pointing out that 
Kentucky crops are achieving 
record yields and production, horse 
sales are booming, and beef cattle 
and poultry are building on a 
strong year in 2012. 

Comers speech followed a pre¬ 
sentation by University of Ken¬ 
tucky agricultural economists who 
said that farm cash receipts from 
the sale of agriculture and forestry 
products could approach or even 
exceed $6 billion in 2013. 

Comer mentioned that a UK 
study published last summer said 
the commonwealths equine indus¬ 
try generates $3 billion in eco¬ 
nomic activity and more than 
40,000 Kentucky jobs. 

Comer told the crowd at the 
Galt House Hotel that government 
does many things well, but com¬ 
plex problems that demand creativ¬ 
ity and innovation are best left to 
the private sector. Government can 
work in partnership with private 
business, as the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has done with 
success, Comer said. 

“Government can foster a busi¬ 
ness-friendly environment,” Comer 
said. “It can be a resource and pro¬ 
vide an assist when necessary. It can 
even act as a matchmaker between 
producers and businesses. But then 


it must step aside and get out of the 
way.” 

Comer cited numerous success¬ 
ful initiatives at the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture in 
2013, including: 

• Bipartisan passage of Senate 
Bill 30, which creates an adminis¬ 
trative framework for licensing and 
regulating industrial hemp produc¬ 
tion in Kentucky; 

• Homegrown by Heroes, 
which identifies farm products pro¬ 
duced by Kentucky veterans, and 
Jobs for Vets, which helps veterans 
enter careers in agriculture. Last 
month, Homegrown by Heroes 
was scaled up to the national level, 
where it will be administered by 
the Farmer Veteran Coalition; 

• Growth of the farm license 
plate, or “ag tag,” program, which 
is generating thousands of new 
dollars for Kentucky 4-H, Ken¬ 
tucky FFA, and Kentucky Proud; 

• The Farm to Campus Pro¬ 
gram, which is helping Kentucky 
universities locate and buy Ken¬ 
tucky Proud food products for 


their food service systems and gift 
shops; 

• The Farm to School Junior 
Chef competition, which encour¬ 
ages young people to cook healthy, 
locally produced food; 

• Kentucky Proud for Ken- 
tuckybreds, which links the state’s 
signature horse industry to its agri¬ 
culture industry by identifying 
horses bred in Kentucky; 

• Successful closure of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Agriculture’s 
motor fuel and pesticide testing 
laboratory, which will save Ken¬ 
tucky taxpayers some $600,000 a 
year, and the return of the original 
$1.65 million earmark for the lab 
to the state Treasury; and 

• Udderly Kentucky, a brand 
that represents milk produced by 
Kentucky dairy farm families and 
processed by Prairie Farms Dairy of 
Somerset. 

Comer received a standing ova¬ 
tion at the end of his speech, the 
first in many years at the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau Commodity Lun¬ 
cheon.

Basics of poinsetta plant care 



Although poinsettias are most 
often associated with the holiday 
season, they are actually tropical 
plants. In spite of their origins, 
poinsettias can thrive during the 
holiday season and even last long 
after the holidays have come and 
gone. 

Poinsettias are native to Mexi¬ 
co and Central America. Aztecs 
called the plant cuetlaxochitl. The 
flowering plant was first intro¬ 
duced to the United States by Joel 
Poinsett, the U.S. ambassador to 
Mexico, and was subsequently 
renamed the poinsettia. The flow¬ 
ers of the poinsettia are actually 
the yellow blooms at the middle of 
the bright red or white bracts that 
form on the plant. Perhaps due to 
the bright red of the bracts, the 
plant quickly became a popular 
Christmas plant. 

It's important to note that 
poinsettias grow in a warm climate 
and therefore must be kept in 
tropical conditions to ensure the 
plant's health. Furthermore, poin¬ 
settias bloom in response to short¬ 
ening daylight hours. That means 
they will need ample darkness 
each night in order to simulate the 
dark nights of short, winter days. 
To achieve this, you may need to 
put the plant into a dark closet for 
12 to 14 hours each night. 

During the day, the plant 
should be in a sunny window 
where it will have access to bright 


light. The more light the better. 
Keep the soil evenly moist. Mist¬ 
ing the plant will help it to retain 
some humidity. Also, fill the over¬ 
flow saucer on your flower pot 
with gravel to allow water seeping 
through the pot to evaporate from 
the gravel. Hot temperatures 
indoors combined with high 
humidity will help the plant to 
thrive. Even one day without ade¬ 
quate moisture can cause the 
leaves to drop. Furthermore, 
decreasing temperatures can cause 
leaves to fall off. The goal is to 
keep the indoor temperature con¬ 
sistent. 

While many poinsettia plants 


are discarded after the holiday 
season, these plants can actually be 
cut back and saved for next season. 
Trimming back any remaining 
leaves and continuing to care for 
the plant by keeping it moist can 
help. To force the blooms next 
season, start reducing the plant's 
exposure to sunlight in mid-Sep¬ 
tember to October. Again, this 
will mean removing the plant to 
an area that is shrouded in com¬ 
plete darkness. Even streetlights or 
indoor lighting can affect bloom¬ 
ing. If the plant does not begin to 
turn color before the holiday sea¬ 
son, you may need to purchase a 
new plant and try again next year. 


Holiday boozers beware: Law enforcement 
is cracking down on drunken drivers 


This holiday season, Kentucky 
law enforcement will be cracking 
down on drunken drivers through¬ 
out the state during the aggressive 
Drive Sober or Get Pulled Over 
enforcement campaign. The Ken¬ 
tucky Office of Highway Safety 
(KOHS), in partnership with Lou¬ 
isville Metro Police Department, 
kicked off the campaign, which 
runs through Jan. 1, 2014, at a 
press conference today at Saints 
Pizza and Pub in Louisville. 

“We are giving fair warning to 
all partygoers,” KOHS Director 
Bill Bell said. “Officers will show 
zero tolerance for anyone driving 
while intoxicated.” 

National data show the holiday 
season is a particularly deadly time 
due to the increased number of 
drunken drivers on the roads. 

In December, from 2007 to 
2011, there were 4,169 people 
killed in crashes nationwide that 
involved drivers with blood alco¬ 
hol concentrations of 0.08 grams 
per deciliter or higher. 

“We will be out in force, keep¬ 


ing our roads safe for travelers 
heading to visit friends and fami¬ 
ly,” Louisville Metro Police 
Department Sgt. Kevin Hamlin. 
“If you choose to drive drunk, we 
will see you, we will stop you and 
you will be arrested.” 

To aid in keeping drunken 
drivers off the road, the KOHS 
partnered with Mobile Life Solu¬ 
tions to develop a “No DUI Ken¬ 
tucky” application. 

The app contains the follow¬ 
ing: 

• A one-touch dial feature to 
call the Kentucky State Police if a 
motorist needs to report a drunk¬ 
en driver 

• A list of local taxi services, 
sober ride programs and limousine 
companies by working with the 
callers Global Positioning System 

• A link to Kentucky’s HERO 
designated driver campaign web¬ 
site 

• Information on laws and 
penalties for driving while 
impaired and the cost of getting a 


• A Blood Alcohol Concentra¬ 
tion calculator 

• A feature that turns the cam¬ 
era into impairment goggles 

• A feature to select a desig¬ 
nated driver 

The “No DUI Kentucky” app 
is available to download for free in 
the Apple App Store, Google Play 
Store and the Windows Phone 
Store. Or, it can be downloaded at 
www.DriveSoberKY.com. Geor¬ 
gia and Wisconsin are the only 
states to date that have similar 
applications. 

“This day in age, most people 
have smart phones, so we’re put¬ 
ting the information directly in 
their hands,” Bell said. “We hope 
it will greatly reduce the number 
of people who choose to drink and 
drive.” 

Remember, it is never safe to 
drink and drive: Drive Sober or 
Get Pulled Over.

Rep. Tom McKee honored for 
Distinguished Service to Agriculture 


House Agriculture Committee 
Chairman Tom McKee has been 
named winner of Kentucky Farm 
Bureau’s award for Distinguished 
Service to Agriculture. He was hon¬ 
ored during the organization’s 94th 
annual meeting at the Galt House 
Hotel in Louisville, receiving an 
engraved watch and plaque. 

McKee has operated a family 
farm in Harrison County for 50 
years, producing tobacco, cattle 
and grain. The McKee farmland 
dates back to 1836 and was expand¬ 
ed by Tom’s grandfather and father. 
Tom and his wife, Sue, took over 
the operation in 1963 and cur¬ 
rently farm more than 1,000 acres. 

Rep. McKee was nominated 
and selected for the prestigious 
award because of a long-time, high 
level of accomplished service to the 
state’s agriculture industry. He has 
done so within Farm Bureau cir¬ 
cles, with other farm groups and as 
an elected official at the county and 
state levels. 

“Tom has always been dedicat¬ 
ed to agriculture,” said Harrison 
County Farm Bureau President 
Jennifer Yazell. “He’s been there 
whenever our farmers needed his 
help. We are very fortunate to have 
him represent us in the legislature.” 


After serving 19 years as a Har¬ 
rison County magistrate, Rep. 
McKee was elected to the General 
Assembly in 1996 to represent the 
78th legislative district. He rose to 
become chairman of the House 
Agriculture Committee and has 
championed many causes on behalf 
of agriculture, most notably as one 
of the leading backers of legislation 
that created Kentucky’s historic 
agricultural development initiative 
utilizing tobacco settlement funds. 
That bill has turned out to be a 
landmark in reshaping the state’s 
agricultural economy in response 
to tobacco’s decline. 

All told, Rep. McKee has spon¬ 
sored more than 40 bills that 
became law, according to the Legis¬ 
lative Research Commission. 

Rep. McKee returned to his 
farm roots after graduating from 
Centre College. He has been active 
with Harrison County Farm 
Bureau since his teenage years and 
served three terms as president, 
along with many other roles on the 
board of directors. At the state level 
he chaired the Young Farmer Com¬ 
mittee. 

His service to agriculture also 
extends to leadership roles with the 
Cattlemen’s Association, conserva¬ 


tion organizations and extension. 
Additionally, he’s been a strong 
supporter of FFA, 4-H and the 
county fairs system that promotes 
agriculture and youth develop¬ 
ment. 

Harrison County Extension 
Agent Gary Carter has known Rep. 
McKee for more than 30 years and 
says “I’m ecstatic about this because 
you couldn’t have made a better 
choice.” 

“He’s done a lot for agricul¬ 
ture,” Carter added. “He’s one of 
those people who keeps an open 
mind and looks at everything close¬ 
ly. He never brings up the politics; 
he’s just looking to do what’s best. 
He’s a very even keel type of per¬ 
son. And he has good farming 
practices. I’d describe him as a real 
gentleman and an excellent farm¬ 
er.” 

Rep. McKee also is a commu¬ 
nity leader. He’s been a deacon, 
trustee and elder at the Cynthiana 
Presbyterian Church and was a 
longtime director of Harrison 
Memorial Hospital. 

Most recently he was elected 
vice-chairman of the Agriculture 
Committee of the Southern Legis¬ 
lative Conference which represents 
15 southern states.

CITY OF FALMOUTH 
ORDINANCE NO. 2013- 130-H O 

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING CHAPTER 90 OF THE CODE OF 
ORDINANCES RELATING TO ANIMALS 


Be it ordained by the City of Falmouth: 

Section 1. That the definition of “LIVESTOCK” in Section 90.01 of the Code of 
Ordinances be and hereby is amended to read as follows: 

$90.01 DEFINITIONS. 

“ LIVESTOCK. ” Cattle, sheep, swine, goats, emus, ostriches, horses, chickens, 
turkeys, pigeons, ducks, rabbits, or any other animal of the bovine, ovine, porcine, 
caprine, ratite, equine, domestic fowl, or leporida species other than pets . 


Section 2. That Section 90.07 of the Code of Ordinances be and hereby is 
amended to read as follows: 

$90.07 ABATEMENT PROCEDURES. 

(A) It shall be unlawful to possess more than five £5} domestic animals, in one’s 
residential dwelling, including yard and outbuildings . This shall not apply in the case of 
temporarily exceeding the limit for animal husbandry projects for the 4H, school. FFA, 
Scouting, or other similar purposes. 

(B) Except for property designed as Agricultural by the Pendleton County 
Property Valuation Officer or zoned as Agricultural , it shall be unlawful to possess or 
harbor any livestock within the City Limits of Falmouth. This shall not apply in the case 
of temporary functions such as livestock shows, fair s , rodeos, parades, and similar events 

instances for which a permit has been issued by the Chief of Police Animal Control 
Officer pursuant to Section (D), below . 

(C) It shall be unlawful to possess or harbor any wild or exotic animal within 
the City Limits of Falmouth. 

(D) Permitting Process to Keep Livestock in the City Limits of Falmouth 

1. The Annual Control Officer shall issue a pennit for temporary functions 

such as livestock shows, fairs, rodeos, parades, and similar events upon the 

written request of the organizer and the payment of a permit fee in the 

amount of twenty-five dollars ($25.00). The written request must include 

the specific dates for the event, and the issued permit must specify the dates 

for which it is valid and cannot exceed the dates for the event. 

2. In all other instances, a property owner may submit a written request for a 

permit to the Animal Control Officer. The request shall state the purpose of 

the request and the type and number of livestock the owner desires to keep, 

which shall be limited to domestic fowl and rabbits. The written request 

shall be accompanied bv a nonrefundable permitting fee in the amount of 

twenty-five dollars ($25.00). 

3. The Animal Control Officer shall reject any written requests for a permit 

unless the purpose is for an animal husbandry project for the 4H, school, 

FFA, Scouting, or similar youth organization. 

4. If the written request meets the requirements of Paragraph 2, the Animal 

Control Officer shall inspect the property and may issue a permit if the 

following additional requirements are met: 

a. All livestock will be enclosed in a fenced in area at all times. 

b. If the livestock is a species that has wings, the livestock must be kept 

at all times in a secure enclosure such as a fully enclosed run with all 

sides and roof covered or within an enclosed fenced in area with no 

roof, with flight feathers having been clipped. 

c. Enclosures for livestock must be situated at least fifty 150’1 feet from 

the nearest neighbor’s principal residence unless the livestock is a 

species that has wings, in which case the secure enclosure must be 

situated at least twenty five (25T feet from the nearest neighbor’s 

principal residence. 

5. The permit shall state an expiration date, which shall be no more than one 

Ilj year from the date of issuance. 

6. The permit issued by the Animal Control Officer shall obligate the owner 

of the property to adhere to the following conditions of the permit: 

a. The number of livestock permitted on the property, based on the size 

of the enclosure, which number shall not exceed six 16). 

b. Enclosures must be kept in a neat and sanitary condition at all times. 

and must be cleaned on a regular basis so as to prevent offensive 

odors. 

c. Animal waste including manure and bedding must be kept stored or 

situated at least fifty (50’) feet from the nearest neighbor’s principal 

residence. Animal waste shall be stored or kept in a sanitary manner 

and so as not to emit or produce noxious or objectionable odors to 

the extreme that such may constitute a public nuisance. No animal 

waste shall be disposed of bv including it with residential garbage 

collection. 

d. The property is subject to inspection by the Animal Control Officer 

during normal business hours without notice. 

e. Nothing in the permit shall otherwise allow any condition which 

constitutes a nuisance under the Code of Ordinances. 


Section 3. This Ordinance shall be effective January 1, 2014, upon its passage, 
approval and publication in full as required by law.

WHEREAS, the 2013 General Assembly of the Commonwealth has extensively 
revised and amended the statutes relating to the manufacture, sale, licensing, and 
regulation of alcoholic beverages in the Commonwealth; and 

WHEREAS, the ordinances relating to such of the City of Falmouth must 
therefore be extensively revised and amended to conform with the statutory changes in 
the law of the Commonwealth; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Falmouth having over the years 
revised and amended its ordinances relating to the sale, licensing, and regulation of 
alcoholic beverages in the City; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council having determined it is necessary and proper to 
repeal and re-enact its alcoholic beverage ordinances, rather than extensively amend 
them, in order to better present same as a cohesive and comprehensive scheme. 

NOW, THEREFORE, be it ordained by the City of Falmouth: 

Section 1. That Chapter 113 of the Code of Ordinances be and hereby is 
Repealed in its entirety. 

Section 2. That a new Chapter 113 of the code of Ordinances Relating to 

Alcoholic Beverages be and hereby is enacted to read as follows: 

(A) GENERAL PROVISIONS 

1. DEFINITIONS 

For the purpose of this chapter the following definitions shall apply unless the 
context clearly indicates or requires a different meaning. 

(A) As used herein the words and phrases defined in KRS 241.010 have the 
meanings indicated therein. 

(B) The following words and phrases have the meanings indicated: 

(1) " BOARD. " The State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board 
established pursuant to KRS 241.030. 

(2) " CITY ALCOHOL BEVERAGE CONTROL ADMINISTRATOR 
or CITY ABC ADMINISTRATOR. " The person appointed to the office of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Administration created and established by the city pursuant to this 
Chapter. 

(3) " CITY LICENSE. " A license established and authorized pursuant to 
the terms hereof. 

(4) " CITY LICENSEE. " A person who has been issued a City License 
pursuant to the terms hereof. 

(5) " KRS. " Kentucky Revised Statutes. 

(6) " PERSON. " Any natural person, corporation, partnership, joint 
venture, or unincorporated association of persons or any combination thereof, and the 
shareholders, officers, agents, servants, and employees thereof. 

(7) " PREMISES. " The premises described in the City License issued 
pursuant to the terms hereof and the application therefor. 

(8) " STATE. " The Commonwealth of Kentucky. 

(9) " STATE LICENSE. " A license authorized by KRS 243.030 to 

243.680. 

(10) " TRAFFIC IN ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES. " Any action, 
business, or transaction in regard to the production, storage, transportation, distribution, 
sale, delivery, and transfer of alcoholic beverages. 

2. COMPLIANCE WITH STATUTE 

The provisions of the State Alcoholic Beverage Control laws contained in KRS 
Chapters 241, 242, 243, and 244 pertaining to licensing and regulations of the State 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board, including definitions contained therein, as well as 
amendments and supplements thereto, are hereby adopted, except as otherwise lawfully 
provided herein. 

(B) CITY ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL ADMINISTRATOR 

1. The responsibility for the enforcement and administration of this chapter and all 
other ordinances of this City regulating traffic in alcoholic beverages in the City is vested 
in the office of City Alcoholic Beverage Control Administrator ("City ABC 
Administrator"). 

2. The City ABC Administrator is authorized to examine and inspect, at any 
reasonable time, all books and records required to be maintained by licensees under KRS 
244.150. The licensee shall submit to the City ABC Administrator a copy of all reports 
which the licensee is required or elects to submit to or file with the State Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. 

3. The City ABC Administrator shall have the power and duty to suspend or revoke 
for cause a license granted for the purpose of KRS 242.185. The City ABC 
Administrator, on his or her own initiative or on complaint of any person, may institute 
proceedings to suspend or revoke any license issued under this chapter. 

(C) LICENSES 

1. CLASSIFICATION OF LICENSES; FEE SCHEDULE 

(A) For the privilege of causing, permitting, and engaging in the actions, 
business, and transactions authorized thereby in regard to traffic in alcoholic beverages in 
the City and pursuant to the authority of KRS 243.070, there is hereby established the 
following City License for each corresponding State License issued in accordance with 
KRS Chapter 243. The actions, business, and transactions authorized and permitted 
thereby shall be and are the same as those of the State Licenses to which the City 
Licenses correspond. 

(B) A person holding a distilled spirit State License shall be eligible to receive 
the City License for which provision is made herein upon the satisfaction of the 
requirements of this Chapter and the payment of the indicated fee: 

(1) Quota Retail Package License, per annum $600.00 

(2) Nonquota Type 2 Retail Drink License, per annum $600.00 

(C) A person holding a malt beverage State License shall be eligible to receive 
the City License for which provision is made herein upon the satisfaction of the 
requirements of this Chapter and the payment of the indicated fee: 

(1) Nonquota Retail Malt Beverage Package License, 

per annum $200.00 

(2) Nonquota Type 4 Retail Malt Beverage Drink License, 

per annum $200.00 

(3) The holder of a Nonquota Retail Malt Beverage Package License may 
obtain a Nonquota Type 4 Retail Malt Beverage Drink License for a fee 
of fifty dollars ($50.00). The holder of a Nonquota Type 4 Retail Malt 
Beverage Drink License may obtain a Nonquota Retail Malt Beverage 
Package License for a fee of fifty dollars ($50.00). 

(D) A person holding a special temporary State License shall be eligible to 
receive the City License for which provision is made herein upon the satisfaction of the 
requirements of this Chapter and the payment of a per event fee of one hundred sixty-six 
and sixty-six one hundredths dollars ($166.66). 

(E) No person shall cause, permit, or engage in any of the actions, business, or 
transactions authorized by a City License or State License within the City without both a 


valid City License and a valid State License. 

2. FORM, CONTENT OF CITY LICENSE 

(A) The City Licenses authorized and established hereby shall each be evidenced 
by a document, the form and content of which shall be prescribed by regulation of the 
City ABC Administrator. 

(B) However, the documents must be of the same color and designation as those 
of the state licenses to which the city licenses correspond and must: 

(1) Comply with all of the provisions for State Licenses required by KRS 
243.440; and 

(2) Contain a declaration that the license authorizes the search of the 
licensed Premises by any peace officer at any time for any purpose; the removal 
therefrom of any evidence of any crime or other violation of any law; and the use thereof 
in any trial or hearing in regard thereto. 

3. LICENSE APPLICATION 

(A) Representatives of restaurants, dining facilities, hotels, motels, or inns 
seeking the license for which provision is made herein shall submit a completed 
application to the City ABC Administrator. The form provided may be the same form 
utilized by the State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board. 

(B) The applicant for a City License for which provision is made herein shall 
tender with its application a consent document which shall state: "The undersigned 
applicant hereby grants its irrevocable consent to the City ABC Administrator, or his or 
her duly appointed designee, to come upon and inspect and search the licensed premises 
at any reasonable time." 

4. APPROVAL OF APPLICATION 

Within thirty (30) days of the date of the application for an original City License 
for which provision is made herein and fifteen (15) days of the date of any application for 
renewal of such license, the City ABC Administrator shall, by mail or personal delivery, 
notify the applicant, in writing, of either the approval or the disapproval thereof or 
whether a hearing in regard thereto shall be held. 

5. DENIAL OF APPLICATION 

As is similarly set forth in KRS 243.450, the City ABC Administrator shall not 
approve any application for a City License for which provision is made herein if: 

(A) The applicant, the application or the Premises described therein do not fully 
comply with the provisions of this subchapter and all laws in regard to alcoholic 
beverages. 

(B) The applicant and/or any shareholder, officer, agent, servant, or employee 
has caused, permitted, or engaged in any act for which the revocation or non-issuance of 
a State or City License is authorized, including, but not limited to, those acts as are 
defined in KRS 243.100, 243.450, 243.500, or 244.120. 

(C) The applicant and/or any shareholder, officer, agent, servant, or employee 
had a State License or City License which was revoked within two (2) years of the date 
of application, where the Premises or any portion thereof described in a State License or 
City License was revoked during such time. 

(D) Any statement or representation in the application is false. 

6. SUSPENSION, REVOCATION OF LICENSE 

(A) Pursuant to the procedure set forth in KRS 243.480 through 243.590, a City 
License may be either revoked or suspended by the City ABC Administrator upon the 
occurrence of: 

(1) Any violation of the provisions of this chapter or any other alcoholic 
beverage control ordinance of the City; 

(2) Any violation of any provision of state law in regard to alcoholic 
beverages or the rules and regulations of the State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board in 
regard thereto; or 

(3) Any other cause, reason, or circumstance for which a State License 
may be revoked or suspended by the Board. 

(B) However, City Licenses must be revoked by the City ABC Administrator 
upon the occurrence of any cause or circumstance which requires revocation of State 
Licenses pursuant to KRS 243.500 or the revocation of a State License to which a City 
License corresponds. Further, with the approval of the City ABC Administrator, a 
licensee may, as an alternative and in lieu of part or all of the days of any suspension 
period, pay the following sums to the City as set forth in KRS 243.480: distillers, 
rectifiers, vintners, brewers, and blenders: $1000 per day; wholesale liquor licensees: 
$400 per day; wholesale beer licensees: $400 per day; retail drink liquor licensees: $50 
per day; retail package liquor licensees: $50 per day; retail beer licensees: $25 per day; 
and all remaining licensees: $10 per day. 

(C) The procedure for the revocation or suspension of a City License shall consist 
of a written notice signed by the City ABC Administrator and mailed to the City Licensee 
at the address of the licensed Premises by certified mail, describing the cause, 
circumstance, or occurrence and the time and date thereof for which the City License 
may be revoked and indicating the time and place of a hearing in regard thereto at least 
five (5) days thereafter at which the City Licensee and the representatives thereof shall be 
heard thereon. 

7. HEARINGS 

Should a request for a hearing be made for the refusal to issue or renew a license 
or for the suspension or revocation of a license, the City ABC Administrator is to hold 
said hearing consistent with KRS Chapter 13B and pursuant to the general practice 
procedures found in the Kentucky Rules of Civil Procedure and the following shall apply: 

(A) Definitions. All words are used as defined in the alcoholic beverage 
control law of Kentucky (KRS Chapters 241, 242, 243 and 244), unless otherwise 
specified. 

(B) Appearances. Any applicant or licensee may appear and be heard in 
person, or by duly appointed attorney, and may produce under oath evidence relative and 
material to matters before the City ABC Administrator. 

(C) Briefs. Briefs may be filed at the request of the City ABC Administrator, 
or at the option of the applicant or licensee. 

(D) Rules of evidence. The rules of evidence governing civil proceedings in 
courts of the Commonwealth of Kentucky shall govern hearings before the City ABC 
Administrator; provided, however, that the hearing officer may relax such rules in any 
case where, in his or her judgment, the ends of justice will be better served by so doing. 

(E) Subpoenas. The City ABC Administrator shall have subpoena power for 
such hearings and shall at the request of the applicant made with names and addresses of 
those desired issue with subpoenas. 

(F) Transcripts. Upon request and at the costs of the applicant or licensee the 
hearing may be transcribed. 

(G) Decisions. All decisions shall be written and based upon evidence 
developed at the hearing. 

8. EXPIRATION DATE OF LICENSE; RENEWAL 

(A) A license issued pursuant to this subchapter shall expire on June 30 of the 
year following the year in which the license was issued. 

(B) Application for renewal of any City License shall be submitted no later than 
thirty (30) days before expiration thereof and shall be made pursuant to the Approval of 
Application portion of this subsection upon a showing and criteria therefore has been 
met, the filing and approval of a renewal application, and the payment of a renewal fee 
equal to the City License fee. 

(C) The renewal of any City License issued pursuant to this subchapter shall 
not be construed to be a waiver or acceptance of any violation which occurred prior to 
such renewal and shall not prevent subsequent proceedings against the City Licensee. 

(D) No license issued under this subchapter shall be transferred or assigned 
either as to license or location except with the prior approval of the City ABC 
Administrator and not then until a payment of $100 shall be made to the city. 

9. REGULATORY LICENSE FEES 

(A) A regulatory license fee is imposed on the gross receipts of the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, to include distilled spirits, wine, and malt beverages, of each license 
issued under this Chapter. The license fee for the effective date July 1, 2007 shall be 2%. 
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Thereafter the City Council shall annually adopt at the budget adoption of each fiscal 
year such percentage rates as shall be reasonably estimated to ensure full reimbursement 
to the City for the cost of any additional policing, regulatory, or administrative expenses, 
relating to the sale of alcoholic beverages. Such fees shall be an addition to any other 
tax, fee, or license permitted by law, but a credit against such fee shall be allowed in an 
amount equal to the license or fee imposed by this subchapter and such regulatory fee 
shall be applied annually. 

(B) Payment of such fees shall accompany the tax returns approved for such 
use by the City and shall be submitted to the City ABC Administrator by the 20th day of 
each month for the preceding month’s sales, one-twelfth of the annual license fee 
required under this subchapter shall be deducted each month as a credit. 

(C) Failure to pay such monthly remittance within ten (10) days of the due date 
constitutes a violation and subjects City Licensee to suspension or revocation of said City 
License by the City ABC Administrator. 

(D) Penalty for failure to submit a tax return to the ABC Administrator by the 
due date is ten dollars ($10.00) for each late return. 

(E) Penalty for failure pay the monthly remittance by the due date is 20% of the 
amount owed. 

(E) Interest on the unpaid remittance, including the penalty for failing to file 
the tax return, if applicable, shall be calculated at the rate of one-half of one (1/2%) per 
cent each month or fraction thereof. 

(D) SALE OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 

1. HOURS 

(A) Pursuant to the authority of KRS 244.290 and KRS 244.480, the times and 
hours during which distilled spirits, wine, and malt beverages may be sold at retail in the 
City are hereby established to be the hours after 6:00 a.m. and before 12:30 a.m. 
prevailing time on any day except Sunday, and the hours after 1:00 p.m. and before 10:00 
p.m. prevailing time on any Sunday as further set out in this section. However, no 
distilled spirits or wine or malt beverages shall be sold at retail in the City during the 
hours the polls are open in the City on any election day. 

(B) During the hours before 6:00 a.m. and after 12:30 a.m. prevailing time on 
any day except Sunday, and the hours after 12:30 a.m. and before 1:00 p.m. and after 
10:00 p.m. prevailing time on any Sunday, as further set out in this section, and the hours 
when any polls are open in the city on any election day, no person who has a valid City 
License for the sale of distilled spirits or wine or malt beverages at retail shall cause, 
permit, or engage in any of the actions, business, or transactions authorized and permitted 
thereby. During such times, all persons who have such City Licenses shall cause the 
licensed Premises to be closed and vacated by all persons except the applicant and those 
persons identified on the application for such City Licenses or any supplements thereto as 
officers, agents, or employees of the person to whom such City License was issued. All 
other persons shall vacate the licensed Premises and remove themselves therefrom during 
such times; however, any person upon the Premises who purchased any alcoholic 
beverages by the drink from the City Licensee within thirty (30) minutes prior to any 
such times may remain upon the premises for a period not to exceed thirty (30) minutes 
thereafter for the sole purpose of the consumption of the drink purchased. 

(C) If a separate department of such licensed Premises is maintained in a 
manner previously approved in writing by the City ABC Administrator as being capable 
of being locked, closed off, and separated from the remainder of the licensed Premises 
and all distilled spirits, wine, and malt beverages and all fixtures and apparatus connected 
with the acts of business and transactions authorized by the State Licenses and City 
Licenses for the retail sale of distilled spirits, wine, and malt beverages from such 
Premises are located within such approved department, and such approved department is 
continuously kept locked, physically separated, and closed off from the remainder of the 
licensed Premises during such times, the remainder of the licensed Premises may remain 
open and any lawful activity may be conducted thereon during such times. 

(D) Sunday sales. 

(1) The Sunday sales of alcoholic beverages as authorized in this section 
shall be limited to holders of Quota Retail Package Licenses only. 

(2) The Sunday sales of malt beverages as authorized in this section 
shall be limited to holders of Nonquota Retail Malt Beverage Package Licenses, and 
Sunday sales, authorized by this section shall not include any retail sale of malt beverages 
to be consumed upon the Premises or the sale of individual draughts, twelve (12) ounce 
cans, or twelve (12) ounce bottles of malt beverages. 

2. COMPLIANCE WITH REGULATIONS AND PROHIBITIONS 

(A) At all times during which any person has a valid City License issued 
pursuant to the provisions hereof, that person shall fully comply with all of the rules, 
regulations, requirements, and prohibitions set forth in this chapter. 

(B) A City Licensee shall comply fully with all of the provisions hereof and all 
of the rules and regulations of the City ABC Administrator in regard thereto; all 
provisions of the state statutes and the rules and regulations of the State Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board in regard to the licensed Premises and the actions, business, and 
transactions conducted thereon subsequent to the issuance of a State License therefor and 
prior to the expiration, revocation, or suspension thereof which are hereby incorporated 
herein and made applicable to all City Licenses corresponding thereto, the Premises 
described therein, and the actions, business, and transactions conducted thereon; and the 
City Licensee shall comply fully therewith. 

3. ADDITIONAL RESTRICTIONS ON SALE BY CERTAIN LICENSEE 

At no time shall any City Licensee holding a Nonquota Type 2 Retail Drink 
License sell any alcoholic beverage when the City Licensee does not have food available 
for sale, and in no event may any alcoholic beverage be sold between the hours of 12:30 

a.m. and 6:00 a.m., Monday through Saturday, nor on Sunday, nor on election day when 
the polls are open. 

4. MAINTENANCE OF STATE LICENSE 

A City Licensee shall maintain the State License to which the City License 
corresponds and fully comply with all State statutes and the rules and regulations of the 
State Alcoholic Beverage Control Board in regard thereto. 

5. DISPLAY OF REQUIRED LICENSES AND CERTAIN SIGNS 

As required by KRS 244.083, a City Licensee who has a valid City License shall 
cause to be displayed in a conspicuous and prominent place on the licensed Premises 
each of the following documents so that they may be seen and observed by all Persons 
entering the licensed Premises: 


6. CRIMINAL CONDUCT ON PREMISES PROHIBITED 

A City Licensee shall not cause, permit, or engage in any conduct upon the 
licensed Premises by either the commission of a prohibited act or the omission of a 
required act which is a crime or other violation of any law, rule, or regulation of any 
governmental agency having jurisdiction thereof or any officer or agency thereof. 

7. CONDUCTING BUSINESS WITH MINOR 

As prohibited by KRS 244.080 and 244.085, no person shall cause, permit, 
encourage, or engage in any of the following actions in the City: 

(A) The possession or consumption of any alcoholic beverages by any person 
under twenty one (21) years of age in or upon any licensed Premises or public places; and 

(B) The misrepresentation of the name, address, age, or other identification of 
any person under twenty one (21) years of age for the purpose of obtaining alcoholic 
beverages. 

8. ILLEGAL SEXUAL CONDUCT; EXPOSURE OF HUMAN BODY 

No person shall cause, permit, encourage, or engage in any of the following 
activities or display still or motion pictures thereof on licensed Premises: 

(A) Sexual conduct as defined in KRS 531.010(4). 

(B) The appearance of any human being, clothed or unclothed, in such a 
manner that any portion of the following body members are exposed to view: 

(1) The nipple of the female breast. 

(2) The female breast below the nipple. 

(3) The genitalia. 

(4) The pubic hair. 

(5) The anus. 

9. DORMANCY 

(A) It is necessary that a City Licensee actually conduct the business authorized 
by the City License for which provision is made herein or else the City License will be 
declared dormant and become null and void after ninety (90) days. Such is the intent of 
this section. Realizing that a City Licensee, like any other business, may have his/her 
business interrupted by situations not under his/her control, various exceptions to the 
dormancy rule have been included in this section. 

(B) Any City License under which no business is transacted during a period of 
ninety (90) days shall become null and void. At the expiration of the ninety (90) day 
period, the City License shall be surrendered to the City ABC Administrator. 

(C) Except that the provisions of division (A) hereof shall not apply to any City 
Licensee who is unable to continue in business at the Premises for which a City License 
is issued due to construction, an act of God, casualty, death, the acquisition of the 
Premises by any federal, state, city or other governmental agency or private corporation 
under the power of eminent domain, whether acquisition is voluntary or involuntary, or 
loss of lease through failure of landlord to renew existing lease. Such City Licensee shall 
furnish to the City ABC Administrator a verified statement setting forth the fact that the 
City Licensee is unable to continue in business prior to the expiration of the ninety (90) 
days of inactivity, for any of the reasons set forth herein, and the City ABC Administrator 
may grant an extension of the dormancy with the City License continuing to remain in 
effect during the City License period or until same is transferred to another Premises, 
notwithstanding the fact that no business is transacted during said period; provided, 
however, no such City License shall be considered valid unless business is conducted 
thereunder within twelve (12) months from the date of notice to the City ABC 
Administrator. Such extension may not extend beyond the renewal day but may be for 
such times as the City ABC Administrator deems appropriate in exercise of his sound 
discretion. 

(D) All renewal licenses must be on file with the City ABC Administrator as 
provided for hereinabove except where the City Licensee is unable to continue in 
business at the same Premises licensed during the preceding City License paid due to 
construction, an act of God, casualty, death, the acquisition or threatened acquisition of 
these premised by any federal, state, city or other governmental agency or private 
corporation, possessing power of eminent domain, whether such acquisition is voluntary 
or involuntary, or loss of lease through failure of landlord to renew existing lease; that 
said licensee shall file a written verified statement no less than thirty (30) days from the 
expiration date of City License, setting forth these facts, and the City ABC Administrator 
is hereby authorized to extend the time for filing of a renewal of such City License for a 
reasonable length of time within the sound discretion of the City ABC Administrator; 
provided, however, such City Licensee shall pay a license fee from the expiration date of 
the former license or licenses. Said license fee shall not be payable until application is 
made for the transfer of said City License to a new location. 

(E) PENALTY 

(A) Any person who violates any of the provisions of this chapter shall, upon 
conviction thereof in a court of competent jurisdiction, be sentenced to pay a fine tor each 
offense or violation of no more than $500. 

(B) Any person who violates the provisions of §§ 113.20 through 113.31 shall 
constitute a violation, punishable by a fine of up to $500 for each offense: to be 
prosecuted as all other municipal ordinance violations are prosecuted. Each day of each 
violation shall constitute a separate offense. 

(C) Any person who violates any provision of §§ 113.40 through 113.42, 

113.44, or 113.45(A) shall, upon conviction and in accordance with KRS 243.990(1) and 
244.990(1), be fined not less than $100 nor more than $200, or be imprisoned for no 
more than six (6) months, or both for the first offense. On the second and each 
subsequent offense, the person shall be fined not less than $200 nor more than $500, or 
be imprisoned for no more than six (6) months, or both. 

(D) Any person who violates any provision of § 113.43 shall, upon conviction 
and in accordance with KRS 244.990(5), be fined not less than $10 nor more than $100. 

(E) Any person who violates any provision of § 113.45(B) shall, upon 
conviction and in accordance with KRS 244.990(5) and (6), be fined not less than $10 
nor more than $100 for misrepresentation of age. For use of a false, fraudulent, or altered 
identification card, paper, or other document to purchase, attempt to purchase, or 
otherwise obtain any alcoholic beverage, the person shall be fined not less than $50 nor 
more than $500 for a first offense. For a second and each subsequent offense, the person 

shall be fined not less than $200 nor more than $2,000. 


(A) A sign or placard at least eight inches by eleven inches (8” x 11”) in size 
with the following message printed or displayed thereon in thirty (30) point or larger 
type: 

"Persons under the age of twenty-one (21) years are subject to a fine up to Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars if they: 

a. Enter licensed premises to buy or have served or delivered to 
them any alcoholic beverages; or 

b. Possess, purchase or attempt to purchase any alcoholic beverages; 
or 

c. Misrepresent their age for the purpose of purchasing or obtaining 
alcoholic beverages." 


Section 3. This Ordinance shall be effective upon its passage, approval and 
publication in full as required by law.

(B) All valid City Licenses issued therefor and the State Licenses to which they 
correspond. The failure to so display such licenses shall be prima facie evidence that no 


such valid licenses have been issued or exist and all actions, business, and transactions 


authorized thereby conducted on such Premises are illegal and in violation of the 
provisions hereof and the state statutes and regulations of the State Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board in regard thereto.

Safe use of standby generators 


When winter storms and 
other disasters disrupt electrical 
service a standby generator can 
provide emergency electrical 
power. However, you need to take 
some special precautions to 
ensure safe, efficient operation of 
these generators. 

Use a double-throw type 
transfer switch if you’re connect¬ 
ing a standby generator directly 
to an existing electrical wiring 
system to provide power for a 
home, farm or small business. A 
double-throw switch allows you 
to place or “throw” the switch 
into two different positions. 

One position feeds normal 
power from the utility line to the 
load, such as the household or 
building circuit just like the 
power flows under normal cir¬ 
cumstances. In the other posi¬ 
tion, it disconnects the utility line 
and feeds power from the standby 
generator to the household or 
building circuit. 

Remember, anytime a standby 
generator is wired or directly con¬ 
nected into a household or build¬ 
ing wiring system, a transfer 
switch must be used for the con¬ 
nection. 

A double-throw type transfer 
switch is required by the National 
Electric Code and by electrical 
utility companies for two very 
good reasons. First, it prevents 
power back flow from the stand¬ 
by generator through the utility 
power line. This prevents possible 
electrocution of utility linemen 
working to restore service to the 
power lines. Second, it prevents 
damage to the standby generator 
when electrical service is restored; 
otherwise, the generator could be 


damaged extensively when power 
is reestablished. 

You won’t need to use a dou¬ 
ble-throw type transfer switch if 
you’re plugging individual appli¬ 
ances like a refrigerator, freezer, 
sump pump or power tools 
directly into a small portable gen¬ 
erator. 

These are some more safety 
considerations to remember when 
using standby generators: 

• Ground the generator using 
number six copper wire and an 
eight-foot ground rod that is 
properly bonded to the electrical 
grounding system. 

• To avoid the possibility of 
carbon monoxide poisoning, 
never operate a standby generator 
in a basement or other enclosed 
area. Locate the generator away 
from buildings to prevent exhaust 
fumes from entering the building 
through the crawl space or open 
doors or windows. 

• Use extreme caution when 
operating the generator in wet 
conditions. 

• Use only approved contain¬ 
ers to store fuel. 

• Never refill fuel when the 
generator is running or while the 
engine is hot. 

• Do not shut off the genera¬ 
tor under load. 

For more information on 
transfer switches and other neces¬ 
sary measures for safe installation 
and use of standby generators, 
contact your local electrical utility 
company or a qualified electri¬ 
cian. The Pendleton County 
Cooperative Extension Service 
also has information on safety 
practices around the home, farm 
and business. 


Tips for finding money in 
surprising places 


With holiday bills mounting, 
many of us wish we could find 
money we lost, forgot about or 
didn’t know we had. Finding lost 
valuables, such as insurance poli¬ 
cies and unclaimed money or 
property is easier than you might 
think. 

The Kentucky State Treasury 
has more than $150 million in 
unclaimed property and money. 
Banks, insurance companies and 
other financial entities turn this 
money over to the treasury when 
they cannot locate the owners. 
You can search for any unclaimed 
valuables on the Kentucky State 
Treasury’s website, http://www. 
kytreasury.com/. The website has 
information about how to claim 
any lost property that you may 
find. If you don’t have Internet 
access, you can request a search 
by contacting the treasury at 
1-800-465-4722. 

If you think you may have 
unclaimed valuables in another 
state or have an unclaimed tax 
refund from the federal govern¬ 
ment, you can search for that 
money on either http://missing- 
money.com or http://www. 
unclaimed.org. These free sites 
can connect you with the state 
and national organizations hold¬ 
ing unclaimed property. 

Insurance companies often 
have many unclaimed life insur¬ 
ance policies because the benefi¬ 
ciaries do not know they exist. 
Insurance companies are not obli¬ 
gated to turn this money over to 
a government agency unless they 
know the policyholder is 
deceased. Unfortunately, no 


national database exists to keep 
track of unclaimed life insurance 
policies. 

You can find out about 
whether you’re listed as a benefi¬ 
ciary on a life insurance policy by 
going through the deceased per¬ 
son’s paperwork to look for any 
insurance policies or transactions, 
such as a statement, bill or inter¬ 
est paid on a recent tax return. 
Speak with the deceased person’s 
financial advisers and current 
employers to determine if they 
had any knowledge of any life 
insurance policies that the person 
may have had. Check the 
deceased individual’s mail for up 
to a year for any policy statement 
or bill. 

Whether you decide to look 
for lost property or not, you may 
be contacted by someone who 
wants to help you find lost money 
for a fee or a percentage of the 
lost property. These “money find¬ 
ers” are not illegal, but the ser¬ 
vices they provide are things you 
can find on your own for free 
with just a little effort and time.

• 4 teaspoon baking soda 

• 6 teaspoons baking powder 

• 4 cups oatmeal 

• 4 cups coconut (optional) 

• 2 cups chopped nuts (option¬ 
al) 

• 6 cups flour 

GLAZE 

• 1/2 cup margarine 

• 4 cups powdered sugar 

• 4 tablespoons hot water 

• 4 teaspoons vanilla 
Directions: 

Cool cookies and then add 
the warm glaze. 

Combine flour, baking pow¬ 
der and baking soda. Gradually 
add sugar to butter in mixing 
bowl, creaming until light and 
fluffy. Add egg and vanilla; beat 
well. Gradually add dry ingredi¬ 
ents, blending well after each 
addition. Stir in rolled oats, 
coconut, peanuts, and cornflakes. 
Drop by rounded teaspoonful 
onto ungreased cookie sheets. 
Flatten slightly with bottom of 
glass, dipped in additional 
crushed corn flakes. (I did not 
find it necessary to flatten the 
cookie dough). Bake at 350° for 
12 to 15 minutes. Drizzle with 
glaze. 

Note: I added 1 cup crushed 
Com Flakes to the cookie dough 
instead of rolling the balls in it.

10 smart routes to bicycle safety 


Bicycles are a popular holiday 
gift and, with schools closed for 
the holidays, many people will be 
riding their bikes in the coming 
weeks. Following the guidelines 
below will ensure that bicyclists 
have a safe, happy season. Actu¬ 
ally, it’s a good idea to remember 
bicycle safety throughout the 
year. 

Protect your head by wearing 
a helmet every time you ride a 
bicycle. Choose a helmet that fits 
snugly. Use the extra packing 
that comes with the helmet to 
ensure a proper fit for children’s 
helmets. You can remove packing 
as children’s heads grow. A helmet 
should sit flat on the wearer’s 
head. Also, pick a helmet that 
complies with standards of the 
United States Consumer Prod¬ 
ucts Safety Commission. 

Be sure the bicycle is always 
adjusted properly and ready to 
ride. Use the owner’s manual to 
adjust the bicycle to fit the rider. 
The bicyclist should be able to 
stand over the top tube of the 
bicycle. Check the bicycle to be 
sure all parts are secure and work 
well. For instance, the handlebars 
should be firmly in place and 
turn easily. Also, the wheels 
should be straight and secure. 

Add a carrier to the bicycle if 
the rider needs to carry things. 

Always control the bicycle 
speed by using the brakes. If you 
cannot stop quickly, consult the 
owner’s manual, or have a bicycle 
shop adjust the brakes. When the 
weather is wet, ride slowly and 
apply the brakes earlier, because it 
will take more distance to stop. 

To increase their visibility to 
others, bicyclists should wear 
brightly-colored clothing. 

It’s much more dangerous to 
ride a bicycle at night than during 
the day. Since most bicycles need 
to be adapted for nighttime use, 
do the following if you must ride 
at night: 

Permanently install reflectors 
that meet CPSC requirements. 
Be sure the rear reflectors remain 
visible if a carrier is added. 

Add the brightest lights possi¬ 
ble to the front and rear of the 
bicycle. 

Wear reflective clothing or 
material, especially on your 
ankles, wrists, back and helmet. 

Only ride in familiar areas. 
Brightly-lighted streets are best. 

Always assume that drivers 
and pedestrians cannot see you. 

Ride a bicycle defensively. 
Stay alert for things that could 
make you fall such as potholes, 
cracks, expansion joints, railroad 
tracks, wet leaves, drainage grates 
and the like. Before riding 
around an object, scan behind 
and ahead of you for a gap in traf¬ 


fic. Plan your move, signal your 
intentions and do what you 
planned. 

If you’re unsure about how to 
handle an especially rough area, 
ride to the right side of the road 
and walk with the bicycle around 
this location. 

Be particularly careful in wet 
or extremely cold weather. Cross 
railroad tracks at a 90-degree 
angle and slowly proceed. Use 
special care on bridges. 

Always ride single file in a 
predictable path going in the 
same direction as other vehicle 
traffic. Motorists don’t expect 
you to be riding against traffic. 
They might not see you, pull 
across your path, or turn into 
you. 

It’s advisable not to allow 
young children, generally under 
age nine years, to ride unsuper¬ 
vised in the street. They might 
not be able to identify many dan¬ 
gerous traffic situations and 
adjust to these. Children permit¬ 
ted to ride unsupervised in the 
street should have the skills neces¬ 
sary to follow rules of the road. 

More than 70 percent of car- 
bicycle crashes take place at drive¬ 
ways or other intersections so 
always be aware of the traffic situ¬ 
ation. Check for traffic before 
entering any street or intersection 
by looking left-right-left. Also, 
walk your bicycle into the street 
to begin your ride. 

If making a turn when you’re 
already riding a bicycle in the 
street, look behind you for a 
break in the traffic; then use an 
arm signal before turning left or 
right. Remember to watch for 
turning traffic. 

Since bicycles are considered 
vehicles, bicyclists must obey the 
same road rules as motorists. Use 
the drivers’ handbook to learn all 
vehicle traffic signs, laws and 
rules before operating a bicycle 
on the road. Always signal inten¬ 
tions on a bicycle. Be courteous 
to pedestrians and other vehicle 
operators. Since headphones can 
impair the ability to hear traffic, 
never wear them when riding a 
bicycle. Use accommodations for 
bicycles, such as lanes and routes 
well off the road whenever possi¬ 
ble. 

It is your responsibility to be 
sure quick-release wheels are 
firmly closed at all times and that 
safety retainers are used. Remem¬ 
ber to check bicycle wheels before 
every ride, after any fall, or fol¬ 
lowing transport of a bicycle. 
Read and follow adjustment pro¬ 
cedures in the owner’s manual or 
check with a bicycle dealer. 

For more information, con¬ 
tact the Pendleton County Coop¬ 
erative Extension Service. 


USDA NRCS in Kentucky 
Announces 2014 Farm Bill 
Program Participation 


The USDA-Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS) in 
Kentucky is encouraging landown¬ 
ers, farmers and producers to visit 
their local NRCS office now to 
receive information and apply for 
conservation technical assistance 
and possible financial funding 
opportunities. 

The application process for 
NRCS’s conservation programs is 
continuous, but funding selections 
for specific programs are made 
throughout the year. For the Envi¬ 
ronmental Quality Incentives Pro¬ 
gram (EQIP) and Wildlife Habitat 
Incentive Program (WHIP) the 
first application cutoff period date 
for consideration for 2014 funds is 
January 17, 2014. Applications 
received after January 17, 2014, 
will be held until the next applica¬ 
tion cut off period, which will be 
April 18, 2014. 

NRCS Acting State Conserva¬ 
tionist Jack Kuhn announced this 
month that technical and financial 
assistance is available to eligible 
applicants for the EQIP EQIP is a 
conservation program that pro¬ 
vides financial and technical assis¬ 
tance to farmers and ranchers who 
face threats to soil, water, air, and 
related natural resources on their 
land. Through EQIP, NRCS devel¬ 
ops contracts with agricultural pro¬ 
ducers to voluntarily implement 
conservation practices. Persons 
engaged in livestock or agricultural 
production and owners of non¬ 
industrial private forestland are eli¬ 
gible for this program. Eligible 
land includes cropland, pasture- 
land, private non-industrial forest¬ 
land, and other farm or ranch 
lands. 

EQIP offers several National 
and State Initiatives which include 
the Mississippi River Basin Healthy 
Watershed Initiative, Seasonal 
High Tunnel Initiative, Organic 
Initiative, On-Farm Energy Initia¬ 
tive, Wildlife Initiative, and For¬ 
estry Initiative. Interested land 
users should visit their local NRCS 
Office to find out what opportuni¬ 


ties are available through each of 
these EQIP Initiatives. 

A second conservation pro¬ 
gram, WHIP, offers opportunities 
through the Working Lands for 
Wildlife (WLFW), which focuses 
on the recovery of certain at-risk, 
threatened or endangered wildlife 
species while helping other vulner¬ 
able and game species that depend 
on similar habitat. In Kentucky, 
the Golden-winged Warbler is the 
species of concern for parts of 12 
Kentucky counties including Bell, 
Clay, Floyd, Harlan, Knott, Knox, 
Leslie, Letcher, McCreary, Perry, 
Pike and Whitley. 

“We’re urging producers to get 
their applications in as soon as pos¬ 
sible to be considered for this years 
funding,” said Kuhn. 

All recipients of assistance are 
required to develop a conservation 
plan. Conservation planning is an 
integral part of the conservation 
process. Landowners should work 
with a conservation planner to 
develop the plan based on the 
landowner’s operational goals to 
improve the productivity, sustain¬ 
ability and profitability of their 
operation. The conservation plan 
will serve as a roadmap to a variety 
of technical assistance and financial 
assistance through EQIP and 
WHIP, as well as other options 
available to the landowner. “We’re 
getting back to our roots with con¬ 
servation planning,” says Kuhn. 
“Conservation planning is the vital 
first step in understanding natural 
resources on your land, and also 
understanding how technical and 
financial conservation assistance 
can be incorporated into your 
operation to help you help the 
land.” He added, “Now is the time 
to contact your local NRCS Field 
Office to develop a conservation 
plan.”
